Unless it should be decided that the 
urgent need of new ladders for the tire 
departm ent does not constitute a con 
tingency in the legal sense of the 
term, it is m ore than probable that 
council will shortly approve the use 
of the contingent fund in the safety 
department for that purpose. 
The petition recently presented to 
Safety Director M atthews and by him 
referred to council, in which the three 
volunteer lire companies urgently re­ 
quest the purchase of ladders to re 
place those now in use, which they 
declare are too old and too short to 
be safe and serviceable, was consid- 
ed by council as a comm ittee of the 
whole in the office of City Solicitor 
Scott Saturday evening, and the senti­ 
m ent of the city fathers was that if 
the ladders are unsafe for use they 
should be replaced by new ones forth­ 
with. 
Queried in regard to the m atter 
Monday, the safety direator stated 
that while he had not investigated the 
m atter thoroughly, he is of the opin­ 
ion that the greater part of his $500 
contingent fund would be needed to 
purchase ladders, six of which are 
very much in demand. 
The fact that 
this condition has obtained for some 
months, perhaps years, made it a ques­ 
tion whether or not the purchase of 
new ladders could he regarded as a 
contingency, hut it 
now seems that 
the answer will be in the affirmative, 
and some decision m ay be made and 
action taken at the council session 
Tuesday evening.

Drug addbtlon in v«*ry ootnmon in 
this conotry, and ronstitut*« a men 
ace to the nation, according to an 
article In the Public Health Reports 
for »March, which rvviews the effort« 
made to lessen the abuse of habit- 
forming drugs and analyzes the fed­ 
eral adid state laws roe*rifting or 
yegulating the distribution and use of 
opium, coca, and otcr narcotic and 
tiabit-forming drugs. 
The abuse of narcotic 
drugs In­ 
volves economic, social, moral and 
public health question* that collect- 
fvtly constitute one of the most st-r 
Ions problems before the people of 
(be United StateB today. 
In New York and several other 
«totes drug addiction is regarded as a 
disease, and these states have pro­ 
vided 
a 
systematic 
treatment 
for 
those addicted to the use of drugs, 
while in Michigan such a person may 
!>e adjudged Incompetent and a guard 
Ian appointed. 
A 
law recently en 
acted in Tennessee perm its the sale 
tof narcotics to drug addits regis 
tered according to law. 
Similar laws 
exist in other states, but the New 
York law for treatm ent of drug ad­ 
dicts is considered the better measure 
The principal shortcomings of the 
frresent laws are that no method of 
enforcement Is outlined and no sped 
Oc appropriations are made for their 
enforcement. 
In order to bring about a uniformity 
tn the enactment and enforcement of 
•Btl-narcotlc laws, those who are In 
(erested in the subject should make 
• careful comparative study of the 
existing laws to determine the rea­ 
sons for the inadequacy of these laws. 
Statistics should be compiled showing 
the nature and extent of the use of 
fcablt-forniing drugs, and earnest ef­ 
forts should be made to secure uni­ 
form legislation which will prevent 
the misuse of such drugs. 
Th<- solution of the drug problem 
will be well worth the time, thought 
and expense required, and all who 
•re interested III the welfare or th 
A nierhau people should give their 
support to the new federal ¡mtinaropt 
lo lav which aims to reduce the num 
ber of drug addicts and to remove th< 
tem ptation from others.
